
wANT COUNTY
Petitions Being Cir-

culated Asking the
Commissioners for
Special Election

IVdtlons are now being circulatn.l
throughout the county asking tho
commissioner to call an elvtIon
for the purpose of allowing the e
e tors of the county to dec! le
whether or not the commissioners
6houlU make a levy for the purpuwi'
of establishing a county telephone
system, as provided under the uew
law passed by th last legislature.
This law reads as follows:
An Act to provide for the establish-

ment, maintenance, extension and
operation of public telephone s
terns. Be it enacted by the pe
pie of the State of Nebraska:
Se"tion 1. (Public Telephone Sys-

tems) Power and authority is here-
by granted and bestowed upon
various counties of this abate to es-

tablish public telephone syMeais
within the respective counties a
cording to tho provisions of t.
act.

Section 2. (Taxes, Election) For
the purpose of establishing county
telephone systems, the county
boards having the general power to
levy taxes for county purposes
throughout the rtate are empowered
and authorized to cause a tax of
sot more than two (2) mills on tU j
dollar of the assessed valuation of
said county to be levied and collect-
ed for the purpose of establishing or
assisting hi eMabMshinK a public
telephone system for any county
within the state. Provided that th
county board shall submit the ques-

tion of such levy to the electors at
& general or special election when
a petition is filed with the clerk of
said board signed by at least ten
per cent of th - electors of thd
ounty and if carried by a majority

vote of all electors caist at said elec-

tion the board shall make the levy
ftjoreeaid.

Section "3. (Bonds) When tho
Amount of revenue which such a tax
would produce In any one year shall
be insufficient to establish such pub-

lic telephone system, the. County
Board of Supervisors or County Com-

missioners of any county shall, upon
-- r r

petition 10 per cent of the elect-

ors of the county praying therefore,
Usue the bonds of eaid county to
an amount not to exceed 21 12 pr
'cent of the total assessed valuation
of said coun'y and bearing nut to
exceed 6 per cent in ems and pay-nbi- e

in not to exceed 20 years, but
with an option on the part of tne
nounty that same may be paid at
any time within five years from
date, provided however that before
suih bonds shall be submitted to a

vo'e of the electors of sard county
at a general or special election, and
be authorized by a majority vote of
the elector voting at audi election,
and siwih bond issue and all matters
concerned therewith shall be gov-

erned in all respects, except where-
in conflict with this present act, by

the provisions of law for the issu-

ance of bonds by counties for the
purpose of internal Improvement,
and when so issued shall be deemed
regular and valid in all respeUs. snd
when such bonds are S3 issued the
said Boards shall provide for the
levy and collection of a tax annual-
ly sufficient to pay the interest
thereon, and for a tax to provide a
sinking fund for the payment of
said bonds as they mature.

Section 5. (Organization, regula-
tion, maintenance, extension taxes).
Such board shall further provide for
the proper organization, regulation,
maintenance and extension of such
telephone system and 'shall be fu h

orized, if necessary, to levy a tax
of not to exceed 1 mill on the dol-

lar upon the taxable property of
said county for the pur4oie of mnin-tninln- g

pnd extending the same.
Section 7. (Rates; Tolls) Thd

County Board shall provide by reso-
lution which shall be published with

their regular proceedings for the
rates and tolls to be charged eaoli
subscriber system for the use of
Rait' system within said county, pro-

vided, that in their discretion hey
may proVide rates and tolls for 'lit
use of the entire county system, and
may also, in case more than one
ca exchange 13 ettabliancd, provide
chart ib and toll for the use of the
tslephonee connected to the various
exchanges. In providing such charg-
es and tolls the same shall, so far
os may be, based upon the actual
cost of servioe. Including operation
expenses, salaries, maintenance of
property and the like, and after the
deduction from the gross rnoome of
a reasonable percentage for depreci

Section 8. (Kxistlng systems, pur-

chase) The power to establish pub-

lic telephone systems as provided
for by this act shall Include the
righit to purchase or to arquire.
through arbitration or by condemna-
tion pro tiding'-- , the telephone sys-

tems already ex 'ting In ti't .oun-:y- ,

and whenever there is already a
telephone system or systems in
such county furnishing service 1

the Inhabitants thereof, it shall be
the duty of said county to acquire
the same, either by purchase or ' y

arbitration, or by condemnation pro-

ceedings, as said county shall deter-
mine; provitlet' that in the evtnt
he price to be paid for said tele-

phone system is to be fixed by con-

demnation proceedings, such proceed-
ings Bhall be had as provided for
in Section 9, of this act, and if the
price to be paid for said telephone
system is to be fixed by arbitration,
then one arbitrator shall be appoint-
ed by the county, one arbtrator
shall be appointed by the owner of
the telephone system to be acquired
and the two arbitrators thus ap-

pointed shall salect a third abirrai-jr- ,

and the price agreed upon bj
two or more of said abitatos exclud-
ing anything for going value, slnll
constitute the award of eald arbi
trators; Provided, however, that up-

on the filing of a written accept-
ance of the award of the arbitrators
or the award made by the apprais-
ers in condemnation bv
the owners of the telephone system
shall become binding upon the coun-
ty the same must be submitted to
and be approved by a vote of a ma-

jority of the electors of said con
voting UL a general or special elec-

tion of the county called for that
purpose, and the notice therefor
must state the purchase price to b
paid for said telephone system, and,
provided further, that further, that
In the event the electors of . th
county shall reject the price fixed
by the arbitrators, or by the ap

praisers in condemnation proceed-
ings, or the owner of such telephone
system refuses to abide by
price as fixed by the county court
In such condemnation proceedingA,
then such county shall have th
right to construct a public tele-
phone system without acquiring the
system of such owner.

A-
ccording to the law as given above,
it would be necessnry to purchase
